The assault on some American out- 


posts In the Philippines following the 
news of the assassination of the presi- 
dent was not entirely unexpected by 
those who foresaw the effect of the in- 
telligence on some of the tribes to 
whom It would seem, as assassinations 
do in ruder countries, the overthrow of 
the national policy. There was only 
one thing to do under the circum- 
stances, and President Roosevelt did 
It with the promptness which char- 
acterizes his method of action. Gen- 
eral Chaffee was notified without de- 
lay to make an example of the offend- 
ing1 bolo-men of Samar that would 
serve as a warning to other parts of 
the islands. This course is the only 
safe one for the American troops in 
outposts like the company which was 
cut to pieces, and is the only wise one 
for the welfare of the islands them- 
selves.

It is to be regretted that the court 


of appeals declined to pass upon the 
point referred to. It is the vital point 
of the whole law. For if there is to 
be the complete and searching inquiry 
into the business of the trusts which 
proper regulation of them 
demands, 


there must be some means of getting 
at this information . 


It is all very well to call a witness 


before the court or a referee and tell 
him he must answer 
the 
questions 


asked, but if there is no penalty for 
refusing to answer, law may bite Its 
lips while the trust smiles. 


Contempt of court has been used 


very freely of late as a persuader of 
strikers. Contempt of court is a dan-

been. But if law is to uphold it when 
dealing with strikers, it would be a 
pity to refuse its aid when dealing 
with the trusts.

to for value received in the use of its 
streets, and that the coming into 
North Adams of another company over 
the same tracks, should it ever seem 
necessary for the city's welfare, is 
Assured. 


AN 
DECISION 


The New York court of appeals has 


decided that the anti-trust law of that 
state is constitutional, thereby ren- 
dering judgment against 
the 
"ice- 


trust," as the American ice company 
is called. The decision, however, fails 
,to cover one vital point in the law, 
and in consequence its practical util- 
ity when brought into use against a 
corporation is ^pen to question. In 
view of the deep interest in and vast 
importance of the whote question of 
the regulation of corporations at the 
present time, the New York_law,and 
decision will be of timely interest. 


The law in the first place provides 


that all contracts, agreements or com- 
binations creating or tending to create 
monopolies are void. This the court 
of appeals says, is constitutional, being 
,|n fact nothing but a statement of 
common law. Then the law proceeds 
to the important phase of all anti- 
trust enactments, • the method of su- 
pervision. It gives the supreme court 
the right to order the corporation in 
question or one of its agents to appear 
before the court itself or a referee ap- 
pointed by the court to testify as to 
matters concerning it. At this point

law gives the referee power to

"Lover's lane" proved an excellent 


play for the opening of the house, for 
although it brought no "star" to the 
city, it did bring one of the most pleas 
ing creations of the foremost Ameri- 
can play-wright, 
Clyde Fitch, pro- 


duced by a well chosen and capable 
company. The piece tells a 
pretty 


and refreshing story of life in a small 
community, centered about the home 
of a minister, but bringing in many 
other features 
of village life. And 


while it borrows some of the well 
known situations of other rural plays, 
it uses them in a fresh and original 
way that makes- them new. 


It is a satire primarily, holding up 


to ridicule by presenting as they really 
are some of the things which charac- 
terize life in a small and gossipy town. 
One can imagine Clyde Fitch, Amherst 
'86 like his hero, starting out to ridi- 
cule the tendencies of such a commu- 
nity as he chose for the scene of his 
play, and finding that he could do 
nothing stronger than to picture the 
extreme types as faithfully as he could 


This he has done, and while he has 


shown an exaggeration as marked as 
some of Dickens', it has not been done 
to such an extent that any one. char- 
acter could be said to be untrue to life. 


A minister, who by the way was 


graduated from college according to 
the program Just 15 years ago, and yet 
who the play says had been in his par- 
ish 15 years and therefore must have 
foregone any theological training, is 
disclosed at the opening of the piece, 
with his parsonage become almost an 
asylum for those without other homes. 
The 
minister's goodness of heart 


causes him to respond to the appeals 
of others, until his parishoners are 
shocked to the point of asking his resig 
nation. 
The growing horror of the

tables and playing cards to interest 
young men is pictured through three 
acts. In the fourth act 
the church 


comes back to the minister, and the 
gate to lover's'Vn« .which leads from 
the parsonage to the ,church, is' un- 
fastened for the first time since the 
resignation was asked. Meanwhile the 
minister has been falling 
deeply in 


love with a young woman whom he re- 
fused to marry to a man he knew to

It introduces some extremely pretty 


stage pictures, as the two orchard 
scenes, with the entrai/ce to lover's 
Jane, the schoolhouee aad billboard 


scene, and the romping children at 
play in the school yard. 


Here surprise and pleasure were 


mingled. Of the group of children 
five were with the company, and the 
other 14 were North Adams young- 
sters, trained to- take their gay parts 
with an abandon and grace remark- 
able. The manager of the play was 
asked how he did it, and he answer- 
ed that it was easy to teach children 
not to be frightened on the stage if 
you went at it right. 


There were also some excellent light 


effects in the third act, which added 
to the pretty situation where the min- 
ister and his heroine are having a 
heart to heart talk in the orchard. 


The, company was with one excep- 


tion quite ably made up. The excep- 
tion unfortunately was the part of the 
minister, it being hard to imagine that 
Earl Brownes interpretation of the 
part was entirely along the lines of 
Mr. Fitch's conception. 


Simplicity, Miss Jessie Hall, was 


really the star of the production, and 
her work from first to last was ar- 
tistic and strong. Her humorous lines 
were given with a seeming artless- 
ness that was captivating, while her 
outburst of grief and despair in the 
last act, where she throws herself 
among the leaves to cry, and then 
faces the minister with the assertion, 
"I'm a liar, an awful liar," was the 
strongest bit in the play. 


Miss Blanche Hall as "Mary Larkin" 


was also good, Mr Browne doing his 
best work with her in the schoolhouse 
scene.

opera house manager and bill poster 
was good in his eccentric part, and the 
purity brigade of three 
remarkable

The firm that will occupy this mill, 
which has stood idle for some years 
and was formiarly a spinning mill, 
finds it in good repair and with its ex- 
cellent water privileges 
especially 


adapted for any manufacturing busi- 
ness. 


The company which has just leased 


the mill for a term of years has at its 
head, D. H. Hambleton of Zoar and 
Warren "Wilkinson, brother of Mayor 
Wilkinson of this city. 


The firm will be kuown as the North 


Adams Spool and Bobbin company. 


It will be remembered that only a 


short time ago the factory owned by 
Mr. HamlStJOn in Zoar, 
-where he 


manufactured 
bobbins and spools, 


burned down. Mr. Hambleton was 
doing a good business and it was a big 
loss to him as practically the entire 
plan was wiped out. However he de- 
cided to start again, and having in- 
terested Mr Wilkinson, will start on 
a larger scale. 


It was a week ago that Mr. Hamble- 


ton went to Cheshire Harbor and tried 
to arrange with Mr Jenksjffor a lease, 
with a privilege of buying, of the old 
Jenks spinning mill. *o satisfactory 
terms could be made and so the Plun- 
kett mill has been leased. By this lat- 
ter lease the new company is enabled 
to start work as soon as the ma- 
chinery is placed, while at the Jenks 
mill considerable repairs would have 
had to be made.

NICOUYftND LINCOLN. 


Career of the Martyred Presi- 


dent's Private Secretary. 


AH ESTIMATE PEB80HAL FBIEHIX 


In Collaboration With Joha Hay, 


Kow Secretary of State, C» Wrwto 


. the "Ijlfe of Abraham Idncoln.* 


Accompanied the Pre»ld«nt on nia 
Memorable Journey to Waihlnctoa. 
The late John G. Nicolay, private sec- 


retary to President Lincoln and an In- 
timate personal friend of the great 
emancipator, was a resident of Wash- 
ington since 1872, much of his time 
having been given to writing. In col- 
laboration with John Hay, now secre- 
tary of state, he wrote the "Life of 
Abraham Lincoln." 


John George Nicolay was born in the 


village of Esslngen, in Rhenish Bava- 
ria, Germany, Feb. 26, 1832, the son of 
Jacob and Helena Nicolay. In 1838 the 
Nicolay family emigrated to America, 
making their home first In Cincinnati, 
O. From there they moved successive- 
ly to Indiana, Missouri and Illinois. 
During this moving young Nicolay re- 
ceived elementary instruction In- the 
schools of Cincinnati and St. Louis. 
His school days in these two cities cov- 
ered a period of about two years, bnt 
during that time the lad obtained tui- 
tion In German and English, as the 
two languages were taught together. 
By the death of his parents when he 
was about 14 years old young Nicolay 
was thrown entirely on his own re- 
sources, and he became a clerk In a 
small retail store. 


This occupation did not suit him, 


however, end when be was sixteen he 
started to learn the trade of a printer 
In the office of The Free Press, a county 
paper published weekly at Plttsfleld, 
Pike county, 111. He remained with 
The Free Press for about eight years, 
and while connected with this country 
sheet he laid the foundation for his fu- 
ture literary career. 


Mr. Nicolay acquired a reputation as 


an editor which lasts even to the pres- 
ent day in Pibe county. He was a 
forceful writer and soon became a po- 
litical power in his part of the state. 
He received flattering offers from the 
newspapers of Chicago and St. Louis, 
but preferred to continue In his Inde- 
pendent capacity as the editor of his 
own paper. During the famous cam- 
paign between Lincoln and Douglas 
Mr. Nicolay took sides with Lincoln 
and laid the foundation for his close 
friendship with the great emancipator, 
which lasted until the tragic death of 
Lincoln. 


At the close of the Fremont and Day- 


ton campaign in 1836 Mr. Nicolay sold 
bis paper and became a clerk in the of- 
fice of the secretary of state at Spring- 
field, 111. He remained In this position 
until 1860, and during this time his 
friendship with Lincoln ripened Into 
the closest intimacy. 
When Lincoln 


was nominated for the presidency, he 
appointed Nicolay his private secreta- 
ry. After the election the correspond- 
ence of Mr. Lincoln increased so much 
that an assistant became necessary, 
and Mr. Nicolay^ chose for this position 
John Hay, "the present, secretary of 
etate, who was then a young law stu- 
dent in Springfield. 


When Lincoln made his memorable 


journey to "Washington In the spring of 
1861, both Mr. Nicolay and Mr. Hay ac- 
companied him. During the first pres- 
idential term they occupied the same 
room at the White House together, per- 
forming the laborious and often deli- 
cate duties which fell to them and en- 
joying the closest confidence of Presi- 
dent Lincoln. During this time they 
formed the plan, with the approval of 
Mr. Lincoln, of writing bis biography, 
which design they carried out later in 
collaboration. 


After the beginning of hla second 


term, and shortly before bis assassina- 
tion, the president appointed Mr. Nlco* 
lay United States consul at Parts and 
appointed Mr. Hay secretary of the 
American legation In the same city. 
They had not, however, entered upon 
their new duties before Mr. Lincoln's 
death occurred. Mr. Nicolay held the 
office of consul at Paris until the spring 
of 1869. 


Mr. Nicolay and Mr. Hay began the 


active work of writing their biography 
of Lincoln in 1874, although they had 
spent the previous six years in gather- 
Ing and arranging their material. Itv. 
serial 
publication under 
the titlt. 


"Abraham Lincoln, a History," was 
begun in The Century Magazine in No 
vetnber, 1886, and continued until Feb- 
ruary, 1890. In the latter year the 
complete worK, with many important 
chapters not included in the serial pub' 
licatlon, was Issued in ten volumes and 
achieved a permanent place in Ameri- 
can historical literature. Of the joint 
Work each author is said to have writ- 
ten about half, and concurrently also 
they collected, catalogued and edited 
"Abraham Lincoln's Complete Works," 
•which were published In 1894. 


In addition to this great task Mr. 


Nicolay wrote in 1881 "The Outbreak 
of the Rebellion," it being the first vol- 
ume of a series entitled "Campaigns of 
the Civil War." Mr. Nicolay also wrote 
the article on President Lincoln, in the 
Encyclopaedia Britannica and has con- 
tributed numerous articles to Ameri- 
can magazines. 


All of Mr. Nicolay's accomplishments 


and tastes were of a high order. He 
had patented many Inventions, was a 
lover of art and music, an accomplish- 
ed linguist and a poet of unusual merit 
Of the many achievements of his life 
he, however, derived the greatest sat- 
isfaction from having earned Mr. Lin- 
coln's friendship and trust, as well as 
of having, in ^collaboration with Mr. 
Hay, carried out the design of writing 
the biography of the great president 


and Mornfnc.

NEW RUSSIAN1 BATTLESHIP. 


The Retvican, n Powerful Fighting 


Machine Built by the Cramps. 


The latest addition to a foreign navy 


from an American shipyard is the Rus- 
sian battleship Retvizan, which was 
built by the Cramps of Philadelphia. 
She made her builders' trial trip off 
the Delaware capes a few days ago 
and developed a speed of eighteen 
knots under adverse conditions. This 
was highly satisfactory to her build- 
ers, who think that she will lie capable 
of making still better time when supe- 
rior coal is used and her hull is In bet- 
ter condition. 


The Retvizan is one of the most pow- 


erful ships ever built by the Cramps, 
says the New York Tribune. She cnr- 
ries a battery of four 12 inch, twelve 
6 inch and twenty 2 inch guns, all of 
Russian make from 
the 
Obrukoff 


works, and has also a secondary bat- 
tery of twenty 47 millimeter Hotchkiss 
rapid fire guns. The armor plnte which 
protects the great fighting machine is 
nine Inches thick at the vulnerable 
part of the vessel and tapers off to five 
Inches. 
The nine inch armor plato 


covers the vessel amidships, and the 
water line is further re-enforced by the 
protective deck, which is brought down 
to the edge of the belt plating. The 
constructors say that, except at close 
range, the ship's armor cannot be 
pierced. 


The vessel is named after Retvizan, 


a valiant knight' who fought with Ru- 
rik, 
the fonnder of the Russian em- 


pire.

AT BASSETT RESERVOIR. 


The Repairs on the Masonry are Com- 


plete—Cleaning the Reservoir. 


The damag-e by the flood to Bassett 


reservoir at Cheshire Harbpr, has been 
repaired and Contractor Barrett is en- 
titled to considerable praise for the 
rapid work which he has done. That 
part of the masonry washed away has 
been repaired and quite a piece of the 
wall is new. While the flood has been 
costly, still it has resulted in making 
the reservoir about one fourth as 
large again as it was before bursting. 


As previously stated in the Tran- 


script at the time of the flood, when 
the reservoir burst, the 
water not 


only carried away a large part of the 
dam but it washed out on the. east end 
next to the road, a hole about 40 feet 
wide and 30 feet deep. To all in this 
washout with dirt would be as costly 
as to erect a new or extend the old 
wall and so the latter was done. So 
it is that the front of the dam is larger 
than ever and now that the gravel and 
dirt is being dug and drawn out, the 
capacity of th« reservoir will be en- 
larged at least one-fourth. 
The work 


of cleaning will be finished in a few 
more days. 


When the work of repair on the 


reservoir'is complete, then the town 
will have to repair the road which is 
contiguous and this repair work will 
also result in a wider and better road.
